Morton Marcus sat on the 
desktop with SSC poet-professor 
Dennis Schmitz. his class and 
other interested students 
gathered around him. “One of 
the things a poet does ts take 
you back to the simple things in 
life and make you see how 
marvelous those commonplace 
things were. | am concerned 
with life and what’s happening 
round me’ 

From whimsical poems about 
dreams and mountain hikes to 


fh 
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mysterious poems which he 
claims he did not write (They 
just came out of me.”’), Marcus 
feels poetry can be beautiful as 
well as terrifying and altogether 
a celebration 

“A poet must live at a pitch 
of madness in order to write all 
the time. He must be at that 
heightened consciousness where 
he can be aware of words and 
images as tools, aware of what 
he's seeing,” he said 

Once 4 poet can attain this 
awareness, writing poetry will 
come from an almost 
unconscious level, “I never know 
what I’m writing about when I 
start or how I'm going to end 
until | finish. If you create a 
good image, it will carry itself 
through to completion 

“Of course,” he concluded, 
‘Genius is the ability to make 
correspondences where no one 
else can see correspondences.” 

A creative writing protessor at 
Cabrillo College in Santa Cruz, 
Marcus has been writing since 
the mid-50’s when, while stiil in 
the Air Force, he _ begar 
publishing in anthologies and 
magazines. He now has three 
books: “Origins,” “The Santa 
Cruz Mountain Poems” and 
“Where the Oceans Cover Us.”

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A specter haunts America!

There is a specter haunting America. Of what dead and dying, of 
what yet unborn does this apparition represent? A major silence? A 
minor scream? A general disquiet? An unconscious hope? It is the 
response to change, the desire for change, and the repression of 
change, which rages throughout the planet The hurnan species is 
liberated from the gravity of the earth, and can observe itself from a 
view never before possible. Widespread physical anguish, the 
Vietnam War, and the notable lack of human cooperation make no 
sense from the moon. We have found liberation from the bondage of 
toil, but are still chained to the toil of bondage. Energies are wasted, 
skills dissipated, and spirit withered in the contradictions of our 
condition. Nowhere does the shadow of what is not, and what could 
be, loom darker than over the minds of America. For some of 
humanity, and in some ways, these are the best of mes For some, 
hunger is a theoretical abstraction and scarcity a previous 
experience. For much of humanity these are the worst of times. For 
many the daily struggle for physical survival is an unquestioned 
reality These are times unprecedented in the history of mankind 

Within this paradoxical milieu there are people committed to the 
facilitation of authentic improvement. It is a touchy proposition at 
best, but within its context what are the alternatives? The primary 
tactic of dissatisfied Americans has been criticism, dissent, and 
confrontation. There have been few valid opportunities within the 
established structure. The vocalization of protest, the 
demonstrations, and the arrests have not been without effect. They 
have also been costly to the momentum, the dedication, and the 
energies of those involved. There have been few successful campaigns 
indicating the possibility of significant changes or re-evaluation of 
basic assumptions. Those that have been successful have included 
only particular localities and constituencies. The unsuccessful 
attempts have left a wake of bitterness, resentment, and despair, 
particularly the last presidential campaign. They have also, however, 
been a source of experience, a means of organization and eduCation, 
and the cause of significant if inadequate changes in the political 
structure itself. The question, of course, is how much greater 1s the 
possibility of how much more significant change? And the answer is 
that politics is not an insurance company 

We are again faced with a presidential election. Are those who are 
dissatisfied and who have a vision of a better future, rather than a 
memory of an imagi.°d ~ast, left again with no alternative but 
criticism, dissension, and frustration? Can any candidate 
qualitatively different from the present, and the past have any 
plausible chance for success? Couid a candidate whose support ts 
from people rather than power, and whose appeal is based on ideas 
and authentic propositions rather than physical characteristics, 
empty rhetoric, and media manipulation be elected President, of the 
United States? Previous experience makes us wary, and skeptical, as 
a jilted lover hesitant to love again. Skepticism can lead to 
deception. Those who have been burned before may elect the 
minimal risk of a candidate who has no chance for election. (There is 
a purity in despair.) They may be lured into the seductive ennui of 
supporting no one. They may even adjust to the dynamic 
discrepancies of our political system by supporting someone they 
think can win because they don’t believe in him. (The history of 
American politics is the history of sublimation.) At this point in 
time and space non-involvement is a highly political act, and we are 
all subject to the ramifications of every choice 

Before we presume defeat are there any candidates for whom 
partisanship can be justified? The existence of one may only be a 
contradiction if we have been convinced of our powerlessness. 
Despite the many very real problems of realizing even the 
nomination of a popular candidate, we know before hand the result 
of no attempt at all. There is no single, pre-packaged solution to the 
spectrum of our dilemma. The hope is for maximization of the 
possibilities. 

There is one among the surviving candidates who has maintained 
integrity, who proposes specific alteration of priorities, and who has 
the possibility of success. The reality of that success is of paramount 
importance to those who have struggled for change, and to those 
who have suffered from the lack of it. It is a time for resu!ts for all 
concerned. Rigid adherence to long range goals, symbolic protest, 
moral purity, radical confrontation, and even non-involvement are 
necessary in particular instances. However, they can become 
bourgeois romanticism if they deny the possibility of, rea! political 
power. In this age of hip ambiguity support for Georg¢ McGovern is 
no abstraction.

The Living Group Advisor 
approximately $110 per month for ten months 
and lives in the residence hall as a part of a team 
committed to the over-ali philosophy of the 
housing program. It is expected that the Living

The films included in the 
show represent an attempt by 
the producers of the festival to 
deal with the problem of 
eroticism and films. The films 
range from “Where Is It All 
Going? Where Did It All Come 
From?,” directed by Victor 
Faccinto, a graduate student in 
Art at Sac State, described as 
“an animated journey through a 
Hades of sexual and religious 
hangups,” to “Miller’s Tale,” a 
film directed by John Dole, 
based on Geoffrey Chaucer’s 
“Canterbury Tales.”” The later 
incorporates the bawdy 
language, “‘a touch of hudity,” 
costumes of the period, good 
continuous humor, and excellent 
acting and direction 

The other films in the festival 


show include, “Bobinelli,” 
directed by Michael Cooper, 
called “a softly photographed 


sexual encounter in the woods 
between a very attractive young 
couple.” It is considered as a 
parody of TV commercials 
“Calma,” a film where the 
“camera roams sensuously over 
closeups of a human body,” was 
produced by Kim and Gifford 
Productions. It is not until the 
end of this film that the viewer 


learns that they have been 


examining the body of a baby. 

Then, “A Quickie”, by Dick 
Kartz, it’s a spoof on stag films 
According to New Line Cinema, 
the style of “A Quickie” was 
“stolen by Stanley Kubrick 
during a sequence in “A 
Clockwork Orange.’ 

“Lovemaking,” — by Scott 
Bartlett, is a sunsual study 
Bartlett is a noted West Coast 
experimental film maker 

Then the film “Plunger,” a 
humorous look at ae new 
viewpoint of a “common 
object,” directed by Randell 
Icleiso, another animated film, 
this one with a new perspective 
on the toy industry 

“War,”’ was directed by Alan 
Holsman, and is a provocative 
study of the impact of war on 
personal relations. Along with 
“Deja Vu,” a student made film 
an evocation of the fantasies of a 
young woman, “‘Norienten,” an 
experimental film directed by 
John Knoop, this one uses 
among its various techniques, a 
solarization special lenses and 
reversal.

Often people feel they can 
only be spectators and not 
participate in any program for

However, each man 
living in tension and stress adds 
to the tension of the 
atmosphere. Therefore if he can 
add to the collective tension he 
also has the ability to contribute 
peace and harmony to the 
vorld by removing stress within 
himself 

The formula of peace, to be 
practical, must be such that it 
with different points of 
view. Differences in thinking are 
no barrier to harmony if the 
heart is full of love and the mind

Alleviation of the micro 
problem of individual tension 
and stress resolvés the macro 
problem of world discord 
spontaneously The logic is 
simple, its application ts more 
simple. The only restriction ts 


the choice of the individual to 
act or remain passive ignoring his

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Chisholm doesn't have to 


become President to win

“| don’t have to become 
President in order to win 

Shirley Chisholm, a 91-pound 
black woman with a colossal 
mole on her chin, walks into a 
small room full of flood lights, 
media people, and VTR’s. Her 
immediate concern upon arriving 
in the City is getting down to 
the business of interviewing with 
the press. Sixty people had 
gathered at the San Francisco 
Airport to meet her, and after 
disappeared 
momentarily into the = small 
conference room 

Shirley Chisholm is business, a 
fighter and a worker. She's been 
a school teacher (with an M.A 
in education), a political 
organizer, a director of the large 
Hamilton Madison Child Care 
Center in Manhattan, .and a 
consultant to the New York City 
Division of Day Care. In 1964 
Shirley Chisholm ran for the 
New York Stafe Assembly and 
won. In her four years in the 
Assembly, she introduced fifty 
bills of which eight passed, a 
high score if one knows how 
many bills are smtroduced at 
every session and how few reach 
the floor 

In 1968, after working for 
many male candidates in 
political elections, Shirley 
Chisholm decided to run for 
Congresswoman in the 
newly-created Twelfth 
Congressional District. Shirley 
defeated the party machine and

Farmer 

Farmer, despite his prestige, 
had two things working against 
him. First, he was a Republican 
in what has traditionally been a 
Democratic domain, and 
secondly, he had come fron 
another Congressional! District to 
run against Chisholm; something 
that had dismayed many people 
Still, all and all, he was the 
favored candidate, and Shirley 
Chisholm knew it: she began 
doing her homew: studying 
the issues, checking the voter 
registration roils, etc., and found 
that there were 55% registered 
woman voters 

James Farmer had based his 
campaign on “We need a man 
who can stand on his own for 
the job” to which Chisholm 
hallenged him, and countered 
with “Unbought and Unbossed.”’ 
The result was a stunning, upset 
victory which made Shirley 
Chisholm the first black woman 
in history to be elected to 
Congress 

It didn’t take = Shirley 
Chisholm long to start shaking 
the equilibrium of the Federal 
Legislators. When the 9st 
Session of the United States 
Congress convened, she arrived a 
little late and broke one of the 
venerable traditions of the 
House before even being swor in 


as a member. [they had just 
finished calling roll when she got 
there, so she rushed onto the 
floor with her hat and coat on 
Several members yelled to her, 
saying she was breaking a House 
rule 

Of course, this incident pales 
into total insignificance when 
compared with her protest of 
the freshman committee 
assignment Freshman 
Congressional members are not 
supposed to challenge their first 
assignment. They are su xposed 
to effectively roll over and play 
dead or be a “good 
soldier” not Shirley Chisholm 
She consideted her assignment 
to the House’ Agricultural 
Subcommittee on Forestry and 
Rural Villages completely 
irrelevant to her 
Bedford-Stuyvesant constituents 
in the Twelfth Congressional 
District. Her District was one of 
the country’s most deprived 
city-neighborhoods, with ne’re a 
tree in sight 

At the caucus where the final 
approval is given for committee 
assignments, Chisholm tried time 
and again to be recognized by 
the Committee Chairman, 
Arkansas Democrat, Wilbur 
Mills. Every time she rose to 
speak, two or three men jumped 
up. The senior member standing 
is always recognized first, so 
they never called on her. Finally, 
after six or seven attempts, 
Shirley Chisholm stood up and

night and was greeted by |is 
teners who were justifiably 
angry aDout the garish, bright 
spotiights beaming down on 
them. Some friends’ were 
filming Mr McLean, and their 
need for appropriate lighting 
apparently took precedence 
over the audiences comfort 
Associated with a performer 
whose psychic antennas are 
usually highly sensitive to rude 
ness, it was a peculiarly 
thoughtless action 

As if that wasnt enough, haif 
way through the program Mr 
McLean was interrupted by a 
man wno unceremoniously 
asked everyone to look under 
their chairs for ‘strange or un 
usual looking packages Wow 
Only a truly magical perfor: ner 
could have kept me — and 
doubtless many others in the 
audience — in the nall after so 
many hassles But Mr McLean

I would just like to tell the 
caucus why I vehemently reject 
my committee assignment. I 
think it would be hard to 
imagine an assignment that is 
less relevant to my background 
or to the needs of the 
predominantly Black and Puerto 
Rican people who elected me; 
many of whom are unemployed, 
hungry, and badly housed.” 

Chisholm did not take her 
seat until she received Mills’ 
word that he would reassign her 
Two weeks later she was 
reassigned to the Veterans 
Affairs Committee, and 1s 
presently on the Education and 
Labor Commiitee, which is her 
main eld of interest 

Shirley Chisholm is a fierce 
debator and is well known in 
Congress as someone who does 
her homework. She has voted 
down every bill pertaining to 
military spending, and says she 
will continue to do so until our 
priorities are changed to 
peaceful purposes. She is an 
effective spokeswoman for 
ethnic minorities, for women, 
for the disenchanted, and may 
be quietly cailed the Ralph 
Nader of  politicals in this 
country, trying to safeguard the 
people against corrupt 
governiment.machinery. 

































When she walks to her seat in 
the House, she must unavoidably 
pass a certain Southern 
Congressman who greets her by 
spitting in his handkerchief 
She's seen big 
business-controlled politicians, 
and the seniority system, and 
she hates it all 

Outside the conference room 
at the airport, Chisholm 
supporters were busily taking 
pictures of each other and of the 
several little children wearing 
Chisholm buttons and holding 
Chisholm signs 

Two members of the Black 
Panthers (the Panthers have 
recently come out of their 
political isolation in pledging 
support for Chisholm) were 
watching the door and casually 
passing a cigarette back and 
forth. A few minutes later, 
Shirley Chisholm came out of 
her conference, gave a small, 
inspiring speech to her 
supporters, and was driven by 
the Panthers, with a police 
escort, through red lights and 
stop signs, to Charlie Halfnote’s 
Jazz Club for lunch 

At the end of her remarks 
there, she was asked the familiar 
question, “How can you hope to 
be victorious in this election?” 

Chisholm smiled and said: “It 
depends on how you define 
‘victory.’ I don’t have to become 
President in order to win. If I 
force the other candidates to 
address themselves to their 
issues, then that’s a 
victory...there are more ways to 
hang a dog than by putting a 
rope around his neck. People 
think I’m a loser because I lack 
the delegates that the others 
have, but I’m playing a whole 
different game!” 

Shirley Chisholm’s presence at 








the convention will be more 
than a symbolic gesture. She will 
have delegates (between 75 and 
150 of them), and they are not 
as inclined to be available for an 
electable candidate as they are 
for recognition of her issues. If 
Humphrey or Wallace or 


McGovern or any other 
candidate wants her delegates 
(and it’s apparent they'll need all 
they can get) they will have to 
meet her demands~—not 
compromise -demands! - that’s 
her game. 

Four years ago, in an obvious 
move to kettle some black 
voters, one of the organizers of 
the Democratic Convention in 
Chicago, called the Queen’s 
Booking Agency in New York 
and got Aretha Franklin to sing 
the national anthem for the 
opening day ceremonies. Aretha 
became the first black woman to 
stand on the speaker’s platform 
at a major party’s national 
convention. The all too familiar 
first bars of the $.8. Banner were 
played and, soularized, Aretha 
sang: Oh, saaaay can yooooou 
seeeee 

The Standing 
White-Protestant Paft-Time 
Blues Band and their 2/4 
composition, couldn't keep time 
with Ms. Franklin. Aretha sang 
the song like it tis. She sang it 
like ‘Respect.’ 

In Miami next July, Shirley 
Chisholm will thus become the 
second woman to stand on the 
speaker's platform at a major 
party’s national convention 
Shirley Chisholm looks like a 
gospel singer at a _ Baptist 
Church. but Shirley Chisholm is 
not a gospel singer. Shirley 
Chisholm is a black woman 
running for the Presidency of 
the United States of America 

Senator Hubert Humphrey 
will smack his pink lips and say, 
“Why I certainly proud that a 

Georgie McGovern will expose 
his midwestern smue and say, 
“Well, it’s anout me 

And, of course, comparapie 
statements will come for other 
candidates, like the unelectable 
Eddie Muskie When Ms. 


Chisholm takes the nlatform. a 
lot of Southern Vemocrats will 


moisten their handkerchieves, 
and big business and labor wul 
undermine her significance, but 
their gestures will mean little to 
Shirley Chisholm. She will not 
have to deal with these people 
because, at that point in the 
election, they will have to deal 
with her. Shirley Anita St. Hill 
Chisholm will have to be heard 


‘tem not the candidate of Black America, 


although | am Black and proud. 


‘tam not the candidate of the Women’s 
Movement of this country, although | am a 


woman, and | am equally proud of that. 
‘tam the candidate of the people and my 


presence before you now symbolizes a new 


era in American political history.’ 
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Film media serves two functions

The film media has proven to be an important 
vehicle in modern communications. It has served 
two basic functions in society, one as a method of 
entertainment and the other as a vehicle of 
propaganda on a broad scale 

Entertainment is the initial intent of most 
movies but each film also has an underlying 
propaganda motive. To an extent this propaganda 
has even told people the proper ‘toothpaste to buy 
and the correct brand of cigarettes to smoke.’ 

All forms of industry have used the film media 
to promote ideas, including safety, time-motion 
studies on efficiency, and the importance of the 
company’s product on the nation’s economy 
Almost every form of institution has been involved 
and Christianity has been a major contributor. 

On the second to the last page, of last Friday’s 
Hornet, was an advertisement for such a movie. 

“The Return’’...This is a movie about 
prophecy~—Bible prophecy coming true today. If 
you have no interest in the future, then this isn’t 
for you.” The single postscript read, “Come today 
and see about tomorrow.” Christianity via the film 
industry has arrived at Sac State. 

At the invitation ot a member of the 
organization sponsoring the film, I attended as a 
nonpartisan viewer 

Could the movie properly convey its premise 
sufficiently to allow proper interpretation by the 
viewers? 

Would the movie have sufficient impact on 
skeptics and non-Christians to incite them to a 
closer appraisal of Christianity in their lives? 

In keeping with the non-partisan point of view, 
I would have to say no on both counts 

Although a movie of technical excellence, ““The 
Return” seemed incomplete. There was 
inadequacy in the presentation of premise which 
was, as I understood, a pictorai depiction of the 
Old Testament’s prophecies come true. 

The inadequacy of the film was the strain of 
taking Biblical thoughts and transposing them into 


contemporary terms. 

In Christianity, there is no end to the variety of 
interpretations of the Biblical prophecies. Each 
sect believes that theirs is true and proper. What 
concensus can be arrived at in determining if this 
film is right? 

What gives the Bible final say so? Isn’t there a 
sufficiency of non-Christian religions that show 
the same prosperity as Christianity? The Moslem, 
Buddhist and Hindu religions are quite prolific in 
modern society in other parts of the world. 

The narration of Malachi Thorne was serious 
and devout but it lost its meaning with sequences 
of beach life. They seemed unrelated. 

At times, I could not follow the dialogue 
because the quality of the photography required 
my full attention. 

The telling inadequacy of the film was that it 
presupposed that the viewer believed in the 
analects of Christianity. 

With the description of the prophesies come 
true, I lost the veil of the non-partisan. I did not 
feel it was necessary for the film to assume I 
would believe. I felt that several points were 
strained to give the prophesies the ring of truth. 

One of the prophesies talked of a great power to 
the north that would threaten Israel. The film said 
that it was the Soviet Union, but couldn’t it just as 
well have been the Ottoman Empire or Rome, or 
Nazi Germany? 

The great power in the north would combine 
forces with Israel’s enemies and fight a great 
battle. How does it relate to a six-day bungle on 
the part of the enemy? 

Historians say that the whole of the Bible was 
transmitted by word of mouth for many centuries 
before set to paper by Greek scholars in the 3rd 
Century A.D. Is it not possible that minor 
discrepancies through translation could cause 
misinterpretation. Man is by no means perfect, no 
matter what religion he professes. 

I have always felt that Christianity was a highly 
salable commodity on the religion market, even 
sans publicity.

Dr. Polkinghorn will be 
teaching Economic Theory and 
Mathematics for Economists at 
the University of Cape Coast in 
Ghana next year on a Fulbright 
Grant 

One of three public 
universities in ihe country, the 
University of Cape Coast boasts 
a student body of 965 and a 
faculty of 160. 

Dr. Polkinghorn could only 
partly explain why, in a country 


with limited educational 
facilities, the student-teacher 
ratio at the University is held 


down to six-to-one 

He explained that education 
in Ghana, a former British 
colony, is still modelled after the 
British system 

Besides, said Polkinghorn, 
“They know darn well that you 
can’t teach anything to people in 
large numbers.” 


Reminded of SSC's large 
classes, he continued, “I think 
Sac State does very well at 


educating kids to enter the 
middle class, but it doesn’t do 


very weil at education of the 
mind.”

Dr. Polkinghorn will join five 
to ten other foreign instructors, 


including two other Fulbright 
grantees, at the oceanside 
university. If he and the 
University like each other, he 


will have an option to continue 
teaching a second year 

Under the Fulbright program, 
one-third of Dr. Polkinghorn’s 
salary and transportation 
overseas expenses will be 
provided by the Ghanian 
government, with the United 
States picking up the rest of the 
tab. His salary will be roughly 
equal to what he is receiving 
now 

The program is the namesake 
of Senator William Fulbright, 


who proposed that foreign 
countries be allowed to hire 
American instructors as an 
alternative method of paying 


their World War Ii debts to the 
United States. 

Dr Polkinghorn, whose 
experience as a world traveler 
includes accompanying a Study 
Abroad class to England, relishes 
the opportunity to sample 
another culture—especiaily its 
culinary specialties. 

Four of his children—ages 17, 
and a pair of 
13-year-olds—will join him in 
Ghana for part of the year. His 
17-year-old daughter plans to 
study at least one quarter at the 
University of Cape Coast.

Physical Education Curriculum 
undergoing changes 


Modern Physical Education is 
trying to change its status within 
the academic community. If P.E. 
is to stop, “rolling out the ball,” 
it has to change its emphasis 
The trouble lies in the bo Kward 
way in which they attack the 
problem 

Today’ most P.F. curriculums 
require courses in_ history, 
sociology, and philosophy of 
P.E. and sport. Also required are 
courses of exercise physiology, 
and kinesiology. They are the 
dreaded courses that can make 
or break a student 

Traditionally these two 
courses are taught along the test 
and tough luck pattern. They are 
taught as though they were the 
most important components in 
P.E. Granted they are extremely 
important, but they should no 
longer be the sacred cows of P.t 

Take a veteran high school 
PE teacher who has done 
nothing but “roll out the ball,” 
give him two. courses in 
kinesiology and exercise 


physiology, then return him to 
his classes and observe 
Inevitably he will still “roll out 
the ball.” 

Instead give this teacher 
courses in philosophy of P.E 
and sociology of sport. Courses 
that he can concretely believe in 
and relate to his students. Teach 
a philosophy with which to 
build a curriculum. Now see if 
this teacher stili “rolls out the 
‘proverbial’ ball.” 

Courses in kinesiology and 
exercise physiology must be 
deemphasized in P.E. is to gain 
the status it is striving for 

In order to turn out better 
teachers that can relate to 
students and public, the stress 
must be placed on philosophy 
and sociology. These are the 
subjects that give an identity to 
people, both in and out of P.I 

This isn’t intended to knock 
the people that are trying to 
help P.E. It is only advocating 
some internal change also. Or 
“roll and let roll,’ P.E. people
